Troopers Recover 
$1,100 In 
Counterfeit Bills 


OTSEGO COUNTY, MI. On 
Sunday, February 28, 2021 a 
woman came to the Michigan 
State Police (MSP) Gaylord 
Post to report she was given 
counterfeit money. The 
woman stated she had sold 
$400 worth of marijuana to 
her cousin and he paid her 
using counterfeit bills.

She 
took the bills to her place of 
employment to use their 
counterfeit detection pen, 
which confirmed the bills 
were fake.

CHARLEVOIX - The Coun- 
cil would hold a very short 
and brief meeting. They 
would have three real topics 
for the meeting this time. 
The first issue was to ap- 
prove permission to hold the 
annual Easter Egg Hunt in 
East Park on Saturday, April 
3. The event will be spon- 
sored by Charlevoix State 
Bank. The Charlevoix Cham- 
ber of Commerce is continu- 
ing to evaluate the safety of 
the community with the 


event. There are plans being 
put into place to ensure more 
distancing and less interac- 
tion between attendees. The 
options include enlarging the 
hunt area and / or coordinat- 
ing timed segments based on 
age for smaller group sizes 
participating at once. There 
will be a requirement for 
masks to be worn. 

The second issue on the 
agenda was to appoint a 
member to the soon-to-be 
formed board of Directors of 
the Lake Charlevoix EMS 
Authority. The appointee 
from the City of Charlevoix 


will serve an initial one year 
term before the standard 
three year term. The ap- 
pointee had to be a resident 
of the City of Charlevoix. 
The Council would unani- 
mously approve Shane Cole 
to the EMS authority who 
has 12 years of service on the 
City Council Board. 

The final piece to be dis- 
cussed in a closed session 
was the consideration of pur- 
chasing a piece of property. 
The city had unanimously 
approved the decision to pur- 
chase a five acre parcel near 
the airport and St. Mary’s 


Cement plant for the pur- 
chase price of about $130,000. 
The purchase of this prop- 
erty gives the city more room 
to look at many options, in- 
cluding two possibilities pre- 
sented in the recap of the 
closed session by City Man- 
ager Mark Heydlauff. Those 
two possibilities were more 
housing and the possibility 
of moving the brush and 
stump dump spot to a more 
centrally located spot.

Annual spring weight restrictions 


Start to 


The Michigan Depart- 
ment of Transportation 
(MDOT) and local agencies 
are enacting spring weight 
restrictions, an annual 
move to protect roads. Ef- 
fective 6 a.m. Monday, 
March 1, weight restric- 
tions will be imposed and 
enforced on all state trunk- 
line highways from the 
Michigan border north to 
and including M-20 from 
the interchange with US-31 
in Oceana County, then 
east on M-20 to US-1381, 
then north on US-131 to M- 
20 in Mecosta County, then 
east on M-20 to US-10 in 
Midland County, then east 
on US-10 to M-25 in Bay 
City, including the entire 
Thumb region. All state 
trunklines in this area will 
have weight restrictions 
imposed and enforced. 
State routes typically carry 
M, I, or US designations. 

When roads that have 
been frozen all winter 
begin to thaw from the sur- 
face downward, melting 
snow and ice saturate the 
softened ground. During 
the spring thaw, the 
roadbed softened by 
trapped moisture beneath 
the pavement makes it 
more susceptible to dam- 
age. This also contributes 
to pothole problems al- 
ready occurring due to this 
winter’s numerous freeze- 
thaw cycles. 

In the restricted areas, 
the following will apply: 

- On routes designated 
as “all-season” (designated 
in green and gold on the 
MDOT Truck Operators 
Map), there will be no re- 
duction in legal axle 
weights.

- On routes designated 
as “seasonal” (designated 
in solid or dashed red on 
the MDOT Truck Opera- 
tors Map), there will bea 
posted weight reduction of 
25 percent for rigid (con- 
crete) pavements and 35 
percent for flexible (as- 
phalt) pavements. 

- All extended permits 
will be valid for oversize 
loads in the weight-re- 
stricted area on the re- 
stricted routes. Single-trip 
permits will not be issued 
for any overweight loads or 
loads exceeding 14 feet in 
width, 11 axles and 150 feet 
in overall length on the re- 


stricted routes. 

MDOT determines when 
weight restrictions begin 
each spring by measuring 
frost depths along state 
highways, observing road 
conditions, and monitoring 
weather forecasts. Weight 
restrictions remain in ef- 
fect until the frost line is 
deep enough to allow mois- 
ture to escape and the 
roadbeds regain stability. 

County road commis- 
sions and city public works 
departments put in place 
their own seasonal weight 
restrictions, which usually, 
but not always, coincide 
with state highway weight 
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restrictions. Signs are gen- 
erally posted to indicate 
which routes have weight 
restrictions in effect.

MiThrive community health needs assessment launched 


Health starts in our 
homes, schools, workplaces, 
neighborhoods, and commu- 
nities - as well as in the doc- 
tor’s office. Successful 
community health improve- 
ment initiatives collect accu- 
rate data, include voices 
from our residents, and 
gather local community re- 
sources. Through this com- 
prehensive approach, local 
residents and community 
partners share their perspec- 
tives, participate in ranking 
the top concerns and collab- 
oratively create plans to ad- 
dress them. By working 
together, residents and part- 
ners can make more lasting 
change than any one organi- 
zation could by itself. 

That is the goal of the 
MiThrive community health 
needs assessment, which is 
conducted every three years 
in a 31-county region of 
northern Michigan. Partner- 
ing agencies include Benzie- 
Leelanau District Health 
Department, Central Michi- 
gan District Health Depart- 
ment, District Health 
Department #2, District 
Health Department #4, Dis- 
trict Health Department #10, 
Grand Traverse County 


Health Department, Health 
Department of Northwest 
Michigan, McLaren North- 
ern Michigan, Munson 
Healthcare, and Spectrum 
Health. 

“The most important in- 
formation we collect is from 
local residents,” said Jane 
Sundmacher, Executive Di- 
rector of the Northern 
Michigan Community 
Health Innovation Region 
(CHIR), which is leading the 
project. Sundmacher noted 
that residents will be able to 
share their perspectives 
through community meet- 
ings, surveys, and other 
ways. The information gath- 
ered will be used to develop a 
community-wide health im- 


provement plan. Agencies 
may use the community 
health needs assessment to 
develop their own strategic 
plan, advocate for residents 
with local, state, and federal 
policymakers, justify re- 
quests for grant funding, as 
well as meeting accredita- 
tion, state or federal require- 
ments. 

According to the Centers 
for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention, taking care of our- 
selves by eating well and 
staying active, not smoking, 
getting the recommended 
immunizations and screen- 
ing tests, and seeing a doctor 
when sick all influence our 
health. Health is also deter- 
mined in part by access to 


social and economic oppor- 
tunities; the resources and 
supports available in our 
homes, neighborhoods, and 
communities; the quality of 
our schooling; the safety of 
our workplaces; the cleanli- 
ness of our water, food, and 
air; and the nature of our so- 
cial interactions and rela- 
tionships. MiThrive 
community health needs as- 
sessment considers all these 
factors.

forward despite the pan- 
demic. 

The club needed a project 
that would not involve 
bringing people together in 
person, but that would also 
make a powerful statement 
about vision. Hamilton hap- 
pened to see a video in 
which a Glen Lake teacher 
told of a student-led solar 
array project at her school. 
He thought, that’s it! And 
the students instantly loved 
the solar idea. 

As the students thought 


through the array’s benefits, 
the pillar strengths 
emerged: 

1. Education: The stu- 
dents would find and help 
develop curriculum about 
clean energy and solar ar- 
rays, and the curriculum 
would be used in all grades. 

2. Career training: The 
solar array would inspire in- 
terest in and knowledge of 
the clean energy technology 
that will create tens of thou- 
sands of jobs as it trans- 
forms America’s power grid 
in these students’ lifetimes. 

3. School budget: The 


solar array will decrease the 
school’s energy expense by 
approximately $4,400 each 
year. 

4, Environment: The 
school’s carbon footprint 
will shrink by 1.5 million 
pounds over the life of the 
array. 

5. Community: The proj- 
ect will inspire others to 
more rapidly transition to 
clean energy. 

In the months leading up 
to the launch of the 
fundraiser, the students 
have been busy making tra- 
ditional fundraising 


pitches—including to the 
East Jordan Chamber of 
Commerce—and submitting 
grant requests to founda- 
tions.

numbers and citing that 
many businesses have made 
changes to keep open but the 
City Hall has not. She also 
wanted who was responsible 
for closing City Hall and who 
decides on opening it, as she 
went through previous meet- 
ing minutes and could not 
find any information. 

In response to Banner’s 
letter, City Manager Cain 
voiced that he feels there is 
no reason to open City Hall, 
citing that the State of Michi- 
gan suggests that places 
should remain closed if the 
work can be done remotely. 
Cain said he feels that the 
work can be done remotely 
and would reference a chart 
on the State website. Cain 
said his view is that they 
should be able to “Get our 
work done, protect the public 
and protect our staff, and I 
feel we are doing all three of 
these very well.” Cain would 
go on to read a statement 
about how he feels that by 
keeping City Hall closed 
shows that the City is taking 
the issue seriously and that 
they are taking the right 
steps. Cain would go on to 
say that while we are doing 
well, he does not see a reason 
that the City should change 
their operating procedures. 

After Cain’s statements, 
city resident and business 
owner Asuka Barden would 
double back on Banner’s 
comments of when will CIty 
Hall reopen. Cain would re- 
spond by saying that they 
continue to look at guidance 
from the State of Michigan 
and the Health Department. 
Then Boyne City resident Al 
Aown would ask a couple 
questions on why we were 
not like East Jordan and 
Charlevoix as they have 
opened their City Halls up to 
appointments, along with 
State buildings are now open

to appointment only. The 
questions would never get 
answered as Mayor Neid- 
hammer would turn it over 
to the Commission to discuss 
the way they wanted to han- 
dle the issue. Most of the 
Commission would be in 
agreement that things are 
going well but that it should 
be a topic discussed in future 
meetings. While Commis- 
sioners Hugh Conklin and 
Dean Solomon suggested that 
there should be conversa- 
tions and whether it is ina 
City Manager report or 
agenda report. Mayor Neid- 
hammer would say that he is 
open to all avenues and will- 
ing to hear people’s input 
and evaluate all options. 

The Commission would ap- 
prove a recommendation of 
Lilanna Richards to a non- 
voting student position for 
the Parks and Recreation 
Board with a term expiring 
in August 31,2022. The Com- 
mission would also approve 
Sora Ostrander to the non- 
voting position for the Main 
Street board with a term ex- 
piring in August 31,2022. 

The Commission would 
then receive a presentation 
on the “Field of Dreams” 
project for the waterfront 
baseball revitalization proj- 
ect. Robert Towne, President 
of the Boyne City Little 
League gave a presentation 
on what the project would en- 
tail. The field would include 
artificial turf grass option 
with the design to accommo- 
date baseball and softball as 
well. The project would also 
include new perimeter fenc- 
ing, foul poles and flag poles. 
The existing scoreboard will 
remain. The project will also 
include a new “stadium” 
style dugouts, bleachers and 
seating, bullpen, batting 
cage, concession and an- 
nouncing building. The esti- 
mated budget for the project 
is between $750,000 - 
$1,045,000. The Little League 
has partnered with the Kiwa- 
nis Club to help with fund- 
ing. Along with public 
grants, reaching out to other 
organizations and fundrais- 
ing from individual members 
of the community. The plan 
looks at kicking off fundrais- 
ing in February 2021, with 


construction in the Summer 
of 2021 and playing games in 
Spring or Summer of 2022. 

The next issue would be to 
approve the recommendation 
of staff to submit an applica- 
tion to the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
Trust Fund in the amount of 
$300,000 with a match of 
$120,000. These grants are 
being written for the Open 
Space Phase 1 and 4, which is 
referenced in the Parks and 
Recreation master plan. 
While also being scheduled 
in the 2022 Capital Improve- 
ment Plan. This would be in 
the 2022-2023 Parks and 
Recreation fiscal year budget. 
The grant deadline is April 1, 
2021, the topic was published 
for public comment but none 
was presented during the 
meeting. 

The next topic was going 
along with the previous topic 
and it was the grant applica- 
tion for Phase 2 of the Open 
Space. This would be to sub- 
mit another application to 
the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources Trust 
Fund, this time in the 
amount of $106,800 with a 
match of $35,700. This phase 
of the project would be the 
paved parking lot, connector 
sidewalks and rain garden. 
This phase is also part of the 
Parks and Recreation Master 
Plan and the 2022 Capital Im- 
provement Plan. Once again 
the project has had no public 
comment. 

The Commission would 
then approve an application 
and resolution to the Parks 
Millage program for a pedes- 
trian access walking loop and 
naturalized landscaping at 
the Waterwork Park. There 
was a proposal to submit two 
additional applications. The 
total project cost is $58,037 of 
which the City plans to con- 
tribute $48,037. This cost will 
be budgeted in the next 
year’s Parks and Recreation 
budget. The total project cost 
for the benches is $8,016.20 of 
which the City will con- 
tribute $719 assuming they 
receive the rest from the 
Parks millage fund. Where 
the benches will be placed 
will be determined in the 
Spring by staff. 

The Commission would 


then have a presentation 
about the Shoreline Erosion 
Projects from Armstrong En- 
vironmental. The presenta- 
tion would be given by 
Wendy Armstrong from 
Armstrong Environmental. 
Armstrong would start to 
recap that with rising lake 
levels on Lake Michigan and 
Lake Charlevoix in Novem- 
ber of 2019, the City started 
to assess the impact of the 
rising levels.
